COMPLETION OF THE BOOKSEL¬ 
LERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The organization of the American Booksel¬ 
lers’ Association has now been fully com¬ 
pleted, and we print elsewhere its constitu¬ 
tion and by-laws and a list of its officers and 
committees, together with extracts from its 
recent circular letters. 

Every state in the Union is represented in 
its list of charter members, which exceeds 
seven hundred and fifty, and its Advisory 
Board also includes a representative from 
each state, excepting North Dakota, with ex¬ 
tra representatives from the states of Massa¬ 
chusetts, Missouri, New York and Penn¬ 
sylvania, to make up the total of fifty. At 
the first election, that of members of the 
Advisory Board, the members of the Associa¬ 
tion confirmed the nominations of the Tem¬ 
porary Committee almost unanimously, the 
exception being the substitution of some 
other local name in a few instances, and at 
the second balloting the requisite vote of all 
the enrolled members has already been re¬ 
corded in favor of the adoption of the con¬ 
stitution and of the election of the officers 
and of the Executive Committee, without 
a dissenting vote. Only the Secretary, who 
is practically the manager for the Associa¬ 
tion, remains to be chosen, and his choice 
is naturally predestined from the fact that 
all the secretarial arrangements have so 
far been in the hands of Mr. J. W. Nich¬ 


ols, to whom the credit of bringing about 
the formation of the Association is so largely 
due. The Association is now fully on its 
feet and ready for business—in the nick of 
time to lend its aid in making successful the 
plans promulgated by the Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, which have already won the accept¬ 
ance of the representative members of the 
Association. 

The plan of organization is far-reaching 
and carefully thought out. All those dealing 
in books may become active members at an 
enrolment fee of $2 and annual dues of $2, 
and those joining before May 1 become char¬ 
ter members without payment of the enrol¬ 
ment fee. It is desirable, therefore, in the 
interest of booksellers, that they should join 
before the date mentioned. Stationers and 
others in cognate trades may become asso¬ 
ciate members on payment of $1 a year, and 
may become active members at any time when 
they add a stock of books to their business. 

In so large a national organization it is 
quite probable that a majority of members 
will not be in attendance at the annual meet¬ 
ing, which is to be held in New York on the 
second Wednesday in July, unless otherwise 
ordered. Ingenious provision has been made, 
in such case, for the nomination of officers 
at such meeting and their election by subse¬ 
quent ballot. The Advisory Board of fifty is 
made an important feature of the Associa¬ 
tion, the Executive Committee acting only in 
accordance with its approval, but no regula¬ 
tion or reform measure is to be binding on 
members without a vote of two-thirds of all 
the active members in its favor. By any reg¬ 
ulation or reform measure so adopted all mem¬ 
bers are to be bound, on pain of being cut 
off from membership by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, and this drastic feature is probably the 
only one which can be made the subject of ad¬ 
verse criticism. The care which has been 
taken to make such provisions the deliberate 
and general judgment of the trade will cer¬ 
tainly do much to offset any such criticism. 
A majority of the active members or of the 
Advisory Board may remove any officers 
or members of the Executive Committee. 

Provision is made for local and state asso¬ 
ciations, in harmony with the suggestions of 
the Publishers’ Association—and it is under¬ 
stood that both associations will work cor¬ 
dially together in providing for these very 
useful local bodies, which should be more 
effective in handling the question of prices 
and discounts than even the general body. 
When five local booksellers’ associations have 
been organized, a state association may be 
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made from them, and in that case the state 
association may cast in the national associa¬ 
tion a unit vote covering the votes of all the 
members of the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation residing in the state. This feature 
gives the alternative of either mass member¬ 
ship or state membership, and the national as¬ 
sociation will develop along the one or the 
other of these lines, as may prove the pref¬ 
erable method. In case members or others 
fail to live up to the agreements into which 
they have entered, the Executive Committee is 
empowered to make investigation, as the result 
of which members may be dropped from the 
rolls or bonds may be required from mem¬ 
bers or other dealers for a more faithful per¬ 
formance of their obligations to the trade.' 
This provision should have a substantial de¬ 
terrent effect, and if cautiously yet firmly 
handled should accomplish results with a 
minimum off difficulties. 

Mention is made in one of the circular 
letters of an undertaking on the part of book¬ 
sellers not to keep in stock the books of pub¬ 
lishers who decline to enter into certain 
agreements. We do not find that provision 
in the constitution, and it is questionable 
whether such a regulation might not arouse 
public criticism and public prejudice, and do 
more harm than good. It should be evident 
that those publishers who decline to enter 
into the new movement will lose by their 
lack of appreciation of the plan of reform, but 
it would scarcely seem wise to attempt in 
advance to punish such in just this way. 

No such endeavor as this to form a com¬ 
prehensive organization on an adequate scale 
has been made since the A. B. T. A. effort 
of twenty-five years ago, and the present 
movement, including the American Publish¬ 
ers’ Association and the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association, seems to avoid many .if 
the difficulties which wrecked the earlier 
movement. We give the American Book¬ 
sellers’ Association the right hand of fellow¬ 
ship, and urge those booksellers who have 
not yet enrolled themselves or paid their dues 
to become members and help to shape the 
policy of the organization from the start. 


AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION: CONSTITUTION, OF¬ 
FICERS.. ETC. 

The following^ is the Constitution of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, as adop¬ 
ted by correspondence vote of its members: 

PREAMBLE. 

It being our unanimous desire to elevate 
the character of the general trade of pub¬ 
lishing and selling books; to bring into closer 


union all persons engaged in the publication 
and sale of books, to the end that they may 
better understand the trials and difficulties 
to which they are severally subjected, and in 
order that they may actively co-operate with 
each other to correct abuses relating to the 
general book trade; to secure freedom from 
unjust or unlawful discriminations; to secure 
the co-operation and to foster the interests 
of allied trades, whose members engage more 
or less in the sale of books; to encourage 
more friendly and cordial relations between 
persons engaged in the general book trade, 
and to establish rules and regulations de¬ 
signed to promote the best interests of all 
members, we, whose names are subjoined, 
agree to adopt and do adopt the following: 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

Name. 

This Association shall be styled the Amer¬ 
ican Booksellers’ Association. 

ARTICLE 11. 

Membership. 

Section i. There shall be three classes of 
members, namely, Charter Members, Active 
Members and Associate Members. 

Sec. 2. All firms and persons who have al¬ 
ready enrolled themselves, or who shall have 
enrolled'themselves, as members, prior to the 
first day of May, 1901, shall become Charter 
Members, and they shall be entitled to all 
the privileges and exemptions that are ac¬ 
corded to any other members; and they shall 
further be exempted from the payment of an 
enrolment fee. All booksellers and all firms 
and persons who engage in the sale of books 
may become Active Members, subsequent to 
May 1, 1901, on signing the application for 
membership and paying an enrolment fee of 
two ($2.00) dollars and annual dues of two 
($2.00) dollars. All other firms and persons 
who engage in the sale of stationery, news 
and other lines of trade, kindred to the book 
trade, may become Associate Members on 
signing an application for Associate Member¬ 
ship and paying an enrolment fee of two 
($2.00) dollars and annual dues of one ($1.00) 
dollar for the current year. 

Sec. 3. All Charter Members are also Ac¬ 
tive Members, and shall be so considered at 
all times, except in so far as they enjoy spe¬ 
cial privileges and exemptions. 

Sec. 4. An Associate Member, who puts 
a stock of books in his store, may become an 
Active Member on paying the enrolment fee. 

Sec. 5. Only Charter Members and other 
Active Members shall have the right to vote 
for officers and for members of the Advisory 
Board and for members of the Executive 
Committee, and to be elected to the Advisory 
Board and to the Executive Committee, and 
to hold office in the general Association. 

Sec. 7. All Charter and other Active Mem¬ 
bers must pay annual dues of two ($2.00) 
dollars, and all Associate Members must pay 
annual dues of one ($1.00) dollar each; and 
all members will be entitled to the volume of 
proceedings, containing the names and ad¬ 
dresses of all members in good standing, at 
the date of publication. 
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Sec. 8. All members shall be considered in 
good standing whose annual dues are paid for 
the current year. Any member whose dues 
shall not have been paid at the time of pub¬ 
lishing the annual list, after due notice has 
been given, and whose name is, for that 
reason, dropped from the list, may be re¬ 
instated only on payment of the enrolment 
fee of two ($2.00) dollars and the annual 
dues for the current year. 

Sec. 9. Any member may discontinue mem¬ 
bership by giving written notice to the Sec¬ 
retary before April 1st of any year, and may 
restore the same only on payment of the en¬ 
rolment fee of two ($2.00) dollars and the 
annual dues for the current year. 

Sec. 10. Any member who shall fail to 
comply with a resolution or reform measure 
adopted by a two-thirds vote of all Charter 
and other Active Members shall immediately 
be cut off from membership by the Executive 
Committee, and may be reinstated only on 
giving an acceptable bond to the Treasurer 
of the Association, for the faithful observ¬ 
ance of all rules and regulations adopted by 
this Association. 

ARTICLE III. 

Officers. 

Section i. The officers of this Association 
shall consist of a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Third 
Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 
There shall also be elected an Executive Com¬ 
mittee of five members, and an Advisory 
Board of fifty members. 

Sec. 2. Elections. — The members of the 
Executive Committee, the members of the 
Advisory Board and the officers, with the 
exception of the Secretary, shall be chosen 
by ballot by a majority of the members qual¬ 
ified) to vote therefor as described under Ar¬ 
ticle 11., Section 5. 

Sec. 3. Term of Office .—All officers, mem¬ 
bers of the Advisory Board and members of 
the Executive Committee shall hold office to 
the end of the current calendar year, or un¬ 
til their successors are chosen, unless re¬ 
moved as hereinafter provided; and there¬ 
after the term of office shall be for one calen¬ 
dar year, beginning on the first day of Jan¬ 
uary each year. 

Sec. 4. Time and Manner of Holding Elec¬ 
tions .—The election of officers and of mem¬ 
bers of the Executive Committee and of mem¬ 
bers of the Advisory Board for each ensuing 
year, shall be held at the annual meeting, 
provided a majority of all Charter and other 
Active Members is present; in the absence of 
such majority, a majority of all members 
present shall nominate officers and mem¬ 
bers of the Executive Committee and of # the 
Advisory Board, for the ensuing calendar 
year, to take office on the first day of Jan¬ 
uary following; and such election shall be 
held by ballots sent out by the Secretary with 
a circular-letter, during the month of Novem¬ 
ber following the annual meeting; and in 
either case a majority of all ballots cast shall 
be necessary for an election. 

If, in any year, the Association shall fail 
to hold an annual meeting, the nominations 
shall be made by the Executive Committee 


by and with the advice and consent of the 
Advisory Board; with the exception that 
members of the Advisory Board for any State 
may be nominated by the members of that 
Srate, provided they shall have organized a 
State Association, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 5. Removals .—A majority of the mem¬ 
bers of the Advisory Board or a majority of 
all the Charter and other Active Members 
may at any time remove any or all officers of 
the Association, or any or all members of the 
Executive Committee, if it shall seem to them 
advisable to do so; and in that case the 
President, or in case of his removal, the per¬ 
sons taking the initiative, shall immediately 
appoint a Committee to call for and conduct 
an. election to fill the vacancy so created. 

Sec. 6. Preservation of Ballots .—All bal¬ 
lots shall contain the full name and address 
of the members casting them, and they shall 
be preserved on file, at the office of the Sec¬ 
retary, for at least three months after a gen¬ 
eral election; and they shall be open and sub¬ 
ject to the inspection of any and all mem¬ 
bers during usual office hours. 

Sec. 7. The President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Association and of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee, and he shall perform the 
duties usually devolving upon a presiding of¬ 
ficer. In his> absence the first Vice-President 
in order who is present shall preside; and in 
the absence of all Vice-Presidents, a pro 
tempore chairman shall be appointed on nom¬ 
ination, the Secretary putting the question. 

Sec. 8. The Secretary. — The members of 
the Executive Committee and the members 
of the Advisory Board shall elect the Sec¬ 
retary of the Association, who shall also be 
Secretary of the Executive Committee and of 
the Advisory Board, and they shall also fix 
his compensation. 

The Secretary shall keep a full and ac¬ 
curate report of the proceedings of the gen¬ 
eral meetings of the Association and of all 
meetings of the Executive Committee, and 
shall conduct such correspondence as the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee may assign; he shall 
promptly transcribe and transmit to the mem¬ 
bers of the Advisory Board all measures, 
resolutions and nominations proposed by the 
Executive Committee; and on receipt of ad¬ 
vice from members of the Advisory Board, 
he shall tabulate it and promptly transmit it 
to the members of the Executive Committee 
for their instruction. On receiving the 
amended measure from the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, he shall again transmit it to the Ad¬ 
visory Board for their approval; and any 
measure that receives the approval of two- 
thirds of the members of the Advisory Board, 
shall be promptly transmitted by the Secre¬ 
tary to all members of the Association for 
final ratification or rejection. 

No resolution or reform measure affect¬ 
ing in a general way the established business 
or business relations of members shall be 
adopted until it shall have Received the as¬ 
sent of at least two-thirds of the Charter and 
other Active Members. The Secretary shall, 
in addition to performing the duties usually 
pertaining to his office and as described 
above, keep a list of all members at his office, 
which shall be subject to inspection by any 
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member at any time during usual office 
hours. 

Sec. 9. The Treasurer shall receive, and 
under the direction of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee hold in safe keeping, all moneys paid 
to the Association; he shall expend the same 
only upon the order of said Committee; he 
shall keep an exact account of his receipts 
and expenditures, with vouchers for the lat¬ 
ter, which accounts ending the thirty-first day 
of December each year he shall render to 
the Executive Committee, and, when ap¬ 
proved by said Committee, he shall report 
the same to the Advisory Board. The Treas¬ 
urer shall give such bond for the faithful 
discharge of his duties as may be required 
by the Executive Committee. A vacancy oc¬ 
curring in the office of Treasurer may be 
filled by the Executive Committee, except in 
case of removal. 

Sec. 10. The Advisory Board shall consist 
of fifty members, at least one of whom shall 
be chosen from each State. They shall have 
power to fill all vacancies in their own body, 
except such as occur in States that shall 
have organized State associations, as here¬ 
inafter provided; and in such case the State 
association of the State in which a vacancy 
occurs may fill the vacancy. The Advisory 
Board shall have in charge all interests of the 
Association, excepting those herein intrusted 
to the Executive Committee and to the offi¬ 
cers ; and if, at* any time, any officer or offi¬ 
cers, or member or members of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee shall not prove acceptable to 
the members of the Advisory Board, they 
may, by a majority vote remove such ob¬ 
jectionable officers or members, and appoint 
a Committee, to conduct an election to fill 
any vacancies so made It shall be the duty 
of any or all members of the Advisory Board 
to make suggestions to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of such measures, for the reform of 
business methods, as may to them seem prac¬ 
ticable. The Advisory Board shall have the 
power to veto any reform measure or reso¬ 
lution proposed by the Executive Committee; 
and no reform measure shall be submitted to 
the members of the Association for ratifica¬ 
tion or rejection, until it shall have been sub¬ 
mitted to every member of the Advisory 
Board and shall have received the assent of 
two-thirds of its members; nor shall any 
resolution or reform measure be adopted or 
go into effect until it shall have received the 
assent of two-thirds of the Charter and other 
Active Members of the Association. Fur¬ 
thermore, it shall be the duty of the Advisory 
Board to do all in its power to make this 
Association a useful and honorable institu¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 11. The Executive Committee shall 
consist of five members chosen by ballot at 
the annual election for the ensuing calendar 
year, and in addition thereto the President 
and Treasurer shall be members of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee, by virtue of their office, 
if not already elected to such committee. All 
vacancies occurring in said Executive Com¬ 
mittee by death or resignation shall be filled 
by the Executive Committee for the unex¬ 
pired term; but vacancies by removal shall 
be filled by an election as above provided. 


It shall be the duty of the Executive Com- 
I mittee, with the advice and assent of the Ad¬ 
visory Board, to devise such measures for 
adoption as shall seem likely to promote the 
general welfare of all members. It shall also 
be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
issue orders on the Treasurer for the pay¬ 
ment of all bills approved by the President 
and Secretary, and when practicable, the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee shall invest all surplus 
funds in excess of the estimated budget for 
the current year, and all funds which the 
Association may receive from donations,— 
the proceeds of such investment to be used 
only in paying the cost of publishing the an¬ 
nual volume of proceedings, which shall also 
contain a revised list of all members. 

It shall also be the duty of the Executive 
Committee to investigate, either directly or 
through sub-committees, any charges of bad 
faith that may be made by a member against 
any other member, dealer or publisher; and 
in case it shall appear that any member has 
violated any agreement or resolution entered 
into by a two-thirds majority of all Charter 
and other Active Members, and officially de¬ 
clared to be operative, and of which written 
or printed notice shall have been mailed to 
all members at their registered address, then 
the said Executive Committee shall either ex¬ 
pel the offending member and cause his name 
to be dropped from the registered list, and 
immediately advise all other members of such 
action; or the said Committee may take an 
acceptable bond from the offending member 
for his future good faith in the observance 
of all rules and regulations of this Associa¬ 
tion. 

It shall also be the duty of the Executive 
Committee, after having made a thorough 
investigation of charges, that a publisher or 
dealer, outside of this Association, is con¬ 
ducting his business in a manner inimical to 
the lawful rights and interests of members, 
and having found that such charges are true, 
either to accept a bond for the subsequent 
good faith of such publisher or dealer, in the 
observance of established rules and regula¬ 
tions, or to communicate the facts immediate¬ 
ly to all members of this Association; but 
the Executive Committee shall not be per¬ 
mitted to issue any order or resolution with 
reference to such publisher or dealer outside 
of this Organization except under such spe¬ 
cial resolution , as may be adopted by a two- 
thirds vote of all members of this Associa¬ 
tion, subsequent to the adoption of this con¬ 
stitution. 

It shall also be the duty of the Executive 
Committee to co-operate with the President 
in the performance of such other administra¬ 
tive duties as usually devolve upon an Exe¬ 
cutive Committee. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Duties of Members. 

Section i. It shall be the duty of all mem¬ 
bers to give their cordial support to all pub¬ 
lishers who co-operate with this Association 
in the maintenance of such prices as are fair 
and equitable mutually and alike to authors, 
publishers, dealers and to the general pub¬ 
lic. 
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Sec. 2. It shall also be the duty of all mem¬ 
bers, faithfully to observe all rules, regula¬ 
tions and resolutions adopted by a two-thirds 
majority of this Association for the general 
welfare of its members—mutual good faith 
and cordial co-operation being the essence of 
this compact. 

ARTICLE V. 

Assets and Liabilities. 

Section i. The Sole Assets of this Asso¬ 
ciation shall consist of the funds derived 
from enrolment fees and annual dues col¬ 
lected from members, and such donations as 
may be made to the Association for the pur¬ 
pose of creating a permanent fund, and the 
income from the investment of such funds. 

Sec. 2. The Annual Dues of all Charter 
and other Active Members shall be two 
($2.00) dollars, and of all Associate Members 
one ($1.00) dollar; and all members, who are 
not Charter Members shall pay an enrolment 
fee of two ($2.00) dollars on joining the As¬ 
sociation. No assessment shall be made and 
no other payment demanded, in excess of the 
fees and annual dues described herein. 

Sec. 3. No Liabilities May Be Created .— 
No officer, committee or member of this As¬ 
sociation shall be authorized to incur any 
liability in the name of this Association or on 
its behalf. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary, acting under the di¬ 
rection of the Executive Committee, may in¬ 
cur bills in his own name and on his own 
responsibility, while acting for the Associa¬ 
tion, which, having been approved by the 
President and by the Executive Committee, 
the said Committee shall order paid, provided 
sufficient funds are in the treasury for the 
payment of the same; such bills may include 
the necessary expenses of the Temporary 
Organization Committee in its work of or¬ 
ganizing this. Association, and the necessary 
travelling expenses of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee when convened. 

article vi. 

State and Local Associations. 

Section i. It shall be the policy of this 
Association to encourage and foster the for¬ 
mation and maintenance of State and local 
associations of booksellers, newsdealers, sta¬ 
tioners, and of all firms and persons that en¬ 
gage in these trades, to the end that all these 
local merchants may be brought into a better 
understanding with each other and may act 
in harmony and for the general welfare of 
the book trade and kindred lines. 

Sec. 2. Any State that shall have formed 
five (5) or more local, city or country asso¬ 
ciations shall be entitled to form a State As¬ 
sociation, under such rules and regulations 
as they may adopt; and such State Associa¬ 
tion shall be recognized as a constituent of 
this Association, and shall be entitled to 
nominate or elect the member of the Advis¬ 
ory Board of this Association from that 
State, so long as the conduct of the State 
Association is in harmony with the purpose 
and rules and regulations of this Associa¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 3. If any State Association shall so 
desire, it may cast its vote as a unit on any 


question or election that comes before this 
Association; but in so doing the State Asso¬ 
ciation must officially advise the Secretary of 
such desire—and in that case the entire vote 
of the State shall be cast as a unit for or 
against the question, and in the general count 
it shall be equal to the total membership of 
such State in this Association. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Meetings. 

Section i. The annual meeting of the As¬ 
sociation shall be held in New York City on 
the second Wednesday in July of each year, 
unless the Advisory Board shall otherwise 
elect. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of this Associa¬ 
tion may be called by the President at the 
request of a majority of the Advisory Board. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee may be 
convened on the call of the President, or on 
the joint call of any three members of the 
Committee. 

Sec. 4. Each new Executive Committee 
shall meet and organize immediately after 
its election. At its first meeting such sub¬ 
committees shall be appointed as shall seem 
necessary to carry out the will of the Asso¬ 
ciation throughout the country. Other sub¬ 
committees may be appointed later. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

By-Laws. 

By-Laws not inconsistent with this Con¬ 
stitution may be adopted by a two-thirds 
vote of the Association. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Amendments. 

This Constitution may be altered or 
amended at a regular meeting by the unan¬ 
imous vote of the members present, provided 
a majority of all members is present; or by a 
two-thirds vote of all Charter and other Ac¬ 
tive Members, by a ballot mailed to all such 
members with a circular, approved by two- 
thirds of the Advisory Board. 

ARTICLE x. 

Adoption. 

It shall require a two-thirds vote of all 
Charter Members to adopt this Constitution. 

BY-LAWS OF THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ 

ASSOCIATION. 

I. At the first session of each annual meet¬ 
ing of the Association the President shall 
appoint a Committee on Resolutions, and also 
a Committee on Nominations; the latter com¬ 
mittee shall consist of one member from 
each State and Territory represented, the 
same to be appointed by the President on 
the nomination of a majority of the Active 
Members in attendance from such State or 
Territory, if the State Association of such 
State shall not have officially advised the 
Association of nomination for member of 
such committee; provided, however, that such 
nomination shall be made by the President 
without such nomination, when less than 
three Active Members from a State or Ter¬ 
ritory are in attendance, and when a State 
Association shall have failed to make such 
nomination, and also when a majority of the 
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Active Members in attendance from any State 
or Territory shall fail to make a nomination. 

II. Each paying member of. the Associa¬ 
tion shall be entitled to a copy of its pro¬ 
ceedings, containing the names of all mem¬ 
bers in good standing. 

III. It shall be the duty of the President, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Association 
jointly to appoint annually some competent 
person to examine the securities of the Per¬ 
manent Fund held by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, and his certificate, showing the condi¬ 
tion of such fund, shall be attached to the 
report of the Executive Committee, with affi¬ 
davit as to the findings in this report.

CIRCULAR LETTERS TO THE TRADE. 

In a letter sent out the first of the month 
the Temporary Organization Committee say: 

Since many prominent and most estima¬ 
ble publishers are already Charter members 
of this Association, we have made the pream¬ 
ble to include the general trade of publish¬ 
ing and selling books; and we sincerely hope 
that all other publishers will join this Asso¬ 
ciation and co-operate with us directly, as 
well as through their own Association, in¬ 
asmuch as many of them not only publish 
books, but also retail and job the books of 
other publishers: 

Seeing that most booksellers also handle 
periodicals and stationery, we have thought 
best to admit all newsdealers and stationers 
to Associate Membership, and, by co-operat¬ 
ing with them, foster those two trades which 
are so closely allied with the book trade, and 
which largely furnish new candidates for the 
bookselling business. 

We would especially direct your attention 
to the fact that we have placed the supreme 
authority of this Association in the hands of 
the Advisory Board, as that Board is more 
directly representative of all the varied and 
local interests of the members. We have 
also given the Advisory Board authority to 
remove any and all officers and any and all 
members of the Executive Committee, in 
order that it may not be possible at any time 
for any person or coterie of persons, if so 
disposed, to secure control of this Associa¬ 
tion, or to convert it to his or their personal 
advantage and profit to the exclusion of other 
members. 

We are pleased to report that the publish¬ 
ers have agreed upon a plan of reform. 
While the proposed plan falls far short of 
what was asked for by your Temporary Or¬ 
ganization Committee, perhaps it grants as 
much as the publishers can unite upon at 
present. Although we had hoped for much 
morfc, we are disposed to recommend that all 
members of this Association should accept 
the proposed plan and faithfully and hearti¬ 
ly co-operate with each other, both through 
local associations and through the officers 
and the Executive Committee of this Associa¬ 
tion, in carrying it into effect. 
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The plan of reform adopted by the pub¬ 
lishers should not be regarded as a finality, 
but rather as a firm step in the right direction 
and a promise of better things to come. 

Article VI. of the enclosed Constitution 
provides for the formation of state and local 
associations. It is desirable that such local 
associations should be formed as speedily as 
possible so that we may be fully prepared, 
with a complete working organization, to car¬ 
ry out the plan of reform when it goes into 
effect on the first of May. To aid you in this 
work, the enclosed paper contains a complete 
list of all members of this Association to 
date. See your own state, and city, in al¬ 
phabetical order. Should you note any mis¬ 
take in your firm style, kindly advise us, and 
we will have it corrected in your permanent 
copy to be published about May ist. 

In a letter of March 19, announcing a unan¬ 
imous vote for the adoption of the constitu¬ 
tion and the election of officers, so far as the 
ballots had been received, the Committee say: 

If you find it necessary to differ from us, 
or to criticise any action we may suggest, 
we would thank you promptly to say so. We 
shall value your criticism even more than 
your tacit approval, as we shall seek to profit 
by your suggestions. 

We recently had occasion to address you 
concerning the publication of a novel, under 
the net-price system, as “a trial of the pub¬ 
lishers’ plan.” In justice to the publishers of 
this book, we beg leave to say that our sole 
reason for issuing the letter was to warn you 
against “making trial” of a plan before the 
publishers’ agreement went into effect and be¬ 
came enforcible. While not wishing to ad¬ 
vise any one to cut the price of the book in 
question, unless it should be necessary to do 
so in order to meet competition, we feel moral¬ 
ly certain that under the circumstances the 
price of the book would be cut; and we were 
unwilling that the failure of a well-meant 
effort should go on record as against the suc¬ 
cess of an agreement which we are deter¬ 
mined to see lived up to. 

The zeal and earnest desire of a great pub¬ 
lishing house to further our good work, by 
including fiction in the net class, should be 
fully appreciated by all members of this As¬ 
sociation. We now have reason to believe 
that soon after the publishers’ agreement 
goes into effect, practically all of the pub¬ 
lishers will include their fiction under the 
net-price system. There may be some who 
will still continue to invite legitimate book¬ 
sellers to order their fiction, and to advertise 
it and to create a local desire for it, in order 
that they may secure large orders from 
“book-butchers,” who will then buy the book 
liberally and “cut and shove it,” after local 
booksellers shall have created a desire for it. 
But if each member of this Association car¬ 
ries out his agreement with us, signed in his 
application for membership—to give his sup¬ 
port to those publishers who sell their new 
copyrighted books only to such dealers as 
agree to maintain the list price of the same— 
and to decline to keep in stock or to offer for 


sale the books of any publisher who refuses 
his co-operation in the maintenance of retail 
prices—we are confident that the few pub¬ 
lishers, if any, who still advocate selling to 
“book-butchers,” at the expense of the legiti¬ 
mate trade, will soon be induced to include 
all of their fiction under the net-price sys¬ 
tem, and to co-operate with us for the fur¬ 
ther improvement of present trade conditions. 

In entering upon the reform which is to 
be inaugurated on the first of May, under 
most favorable auspices, we should not lose 
sight of the fact that those prominent pub¬ 
lishers, who have been co-operating with us 
during the past year to accomplish this re¬ 
form, will gauge the measure of their con¬ 
cessions, to a large extent, by the earnestness 
and seriousness with which the retail deal¬ 
ers accept the reform measures and insist 
upon having them lived up to. If we make 
the most of such concessions as have al¬ 
ready been made by the publishers, we have 
every reason to believe that they will ex¬ 
tend the reform measures to include all that 
may be reasonably asked for by the retail 
trade. 


AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

The following circular letter has been is¬ 
sued by the trade, enclosing the schedule of 
the Association plan, as printed in The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly of February 16: 

March 23, 1901. 

To the Trade: 

You are doubtless aware that the Ameri • 
car Publishers’ Association has been for 
some months engaged in formulating the de¬ 
tails of a plan to correct some of the evils 
connected with the cutting of prices on copy¬ 
right books. The result of this work will 
be found in the enclosed circular, which is 
being sent to the entire book trade of the 
United States. 

It may be urged by some that this plan is 
not as far-reaching as might be desired. This 
ground may be well taken, but after carefully 
considering all the conditions we are con¬ 
vinced that to attempt to do more at this 
time would seriously endanger the success of 
the whole movement. 

We think that the circular will make clear 
the conditions of sale of copyright books pub¬ 
lished after May 1, 1901. Should there be 
any doubt on any subject, inquiries can be 
made of the undersigned. Additional copies 
of the circular may also be obtained from him 
on request. 

It is a fact generally accepted by the pub¬ 
lishing and bookselling trades that the fixing 
of retail prices is highly desirable, and we 
hope that this first organized attempt in the 
United States to accomplish this end will re¬ 
ceive the earnest support of all jobbers and 
retailers.

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A NEW FRENCH TRADE LIST 
ANNUAL* 

That remarkable record of, and monu¬ 
ment to, French book trade activity, the 
“Bibliographic Frangaise,’ proceed in 1896 
through the energy and bibliographical spirit 
of M. H. Le Soudier, has now been supple¬ 
mented and superseded by a second revised 
issue, which brings the record of French 
book production to December 31, 1899. This 
new edition of the great French “trade list 
annual” follows closely upon the lines of the 
first work, which was fully described in these 
columns at the time of its publication (P. W., 
1896, 1290:676; 1299:1186). Its five years’ 
growth, however, is strikingly shown, for it is 
nearly twice as large as its predecessor, filling 
ten octavo volumes of about eight hundred 
pages each, containing the catalogues of 174 
publishing houses, and listing in its index 
volume about 125,000 titles of books in print 
at the close of December, 1900. 

The preparation of the work was begun 
in June, 1899, when requests were sent to all 
French publishers asking them to furnish 
their catalogues and index slips for their pub¬ 
lications. The co-operation and support se¬ 
cured was more general and prompt than 
at first, and the catalogue appeared prompt¬ 
ly, as announced, soon after the close of 
1900. Special effort was made to go be¬ 
yond the publications of regular publishing 
firms, and to include works privately printed 
or brought out by their authors, and it is 
owing to the care taken in this direction that 
while the number of publishers who are rep¬ 
resented by their catalogues is only 17 in ex¬ 
cess of the number previously given, at the 
same time the total number of publishers 
whose books are listed reaches to over 500. 
Publishers whose catalogues are not included 
are, as in the first edition, indicated by a 
special number in the index record, thus pre¬ 
venting a useless search for their catalogues 
in the main body of the work, the key to 
these symbols being supplied to all sub¬ 
scribers. 

The index volume is similar to its prede¬ 
cessor, augmented by about 100 pages. An 
interesting innovation is the indication of 
out-of-print books, or books issued by firms 
now dissolved. This has evidently been 
adopted instead of dropping such titles from' 
the record, and it will undoubtedly be most 
valuable, though one may question whether 
considerations of size will permit successive 
editions to include the full record of past as 
well as of present literature. Specific page 
references to publishers’ catalogues are 
omitted from the index, owing to the amount 
of labor involved and the frequent chances 
of error. The author index is accompanied, 
as previously, by a classed index, alphabetical 
by subjects, referring briefly to all publishers 
who carry books on those subjects—a plan 
which is of service in finding books, though 
it is an unsatisfactory substitute for a subject 
index.

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In his conception and execution of this 
most admirable trade bibliography Mr. Le 
Soudier crowned five years ago his services 
to the French book trade and to users of 
books. For the present new edition, con¬ 
tinued and supplemented as it is by the 
weekly lists of the Memorial de la Librairie 
Frangaise, there is due him an added meas¬ 
ure of recognition and appreciation from all 
members of the book trade and all workers 
in the bibliographical field. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

USE OF DIRECTORY MATERIAL. 

Judge Kirkpatrick, in the United States 
Circuit Court, has continued, pending fur¬ 
ther litigation, an injunction against Thomas 
Jacob, of Jersey City, asked for by The Jew¬ 
ellers’ Circular Publishing Company of New 
York, enjoining him from using a directory 
compiled and copyrighted by the latter. The 
plaintiff asserted a reproduction of its direc¬ 
tory under the title “Where to Buy,” and the 
defendant maintained that he intended his 
publication to be used only as a mailing list. 
The defendant also put forward the defence 
that the complainant company had no power 
under its incorporation to publish or copy¬ 
right such a directory, but the judge found in 
the certificate of incorporation the necessary 
power. 

MARK TWAIN , PLAINTIFF. 

Samuel L. Clemens has instituted an ac¬ 
tion in the United States Circuit Court against 
Butler Brothers, through A. T. Gurlitz, 
counsel for Mr. Kipling in his suit against 
R. F. Fenno & Co. Mr. Clemens recently 
appeared as a witness for the plaintiff in 
this case, and expressed the view that trade 
marks ought to be respected, and that there 
is no difference between counterfeiting a label 
on a book, a box of blacking, or a bottle of 
whiskey. 

It is alleged that Butler Brothers have 
caused an infringement of trademark or name 
in publishing certain books not by the plain¬ 
tiff, but having as the principal part of their 
titles‘the words “Library of Wit and Humor 
by Mark Twain.” 

Charles C. Lloyd, Vice-President and 
Treasurer of Butler Brothers, said: 

“We buy the book from Thomas & Thomas, 
publishers, of Chicago. On the title-page* of 
the book you can see it states ‘Copyrighted, 
1883, by L. W. Yaggy. Copyrighted, 1898, by 
Star Publishing Company.’ This perfectly 
satisfied us when we thought of handling the 
book. There may be an infringement. If 
there is we are entirely ignorant of the fact. 
The sales of the book thus far have amounted 
to just $80.” 

Mr. Gurlitz, when seen, produced a copy 
of the book which brought about the suit, 
and pointed out that it was almost identical 
in appearance with a book published by his 
client under the title of “Library of Wit and 
Humor.” The name “Mark Twain” is brought 
out in large gilt letters, while the words “and 
others” are much smaller and in black let¬ 
tering, which does not show plainly on the 
green cloth binding. Mr. Gurlitz said he 
would decide within a day or two whether he 
would bring suit against other publishers.

DISAPPROVAL FROM NEW ENGLAND. 

March 27, 1901. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

“Two of the trade can never agree,” so 
says the poet Gray, and I do not at all agree 
with Mr. Thomson, of Davenport, la., when 
he endorses the method adopted by the pub¬ 
lishers of “A King’s Pawn,” offering the book 
for one month at 60 per cent discount, the 
next month at 50 per cent, discount, and 
after that time at 40 per cent, discount. 

In the one case the book costs the book¬ 
seller 60 cents, and in the other case 90 
cents. Is there any other business that al¬ 
lows such a great difference in price? If the 
publishers can sell the book for 60 cents one 
month, what reason can they offer for charg¬ 
ing 90 cents for the same book a few weeks 
later? I consider it a “fake” method of do¬ 
ing business. How successful the method has 
proved I do not know, but I have been some¬ 
what surprised that the book has been so lit¬ 
tle noticed by the trade and department stores. 
As far as I have noticed, none of the “price- 
cutters” have made xny push on the book, 
and I cannot believe that the legitimate book¬ 
seller endorses such methods of doing busi¬ 
ness.

THE POSITION OF THE MAJORITY.

Dear Sir: Having just read in your issue 
of March 23 the communication from Mr. A. 
M. Robertson, I desire to add my hearty “me 
too!” Has it not the real, true ring? Is not 
hi? position that of the majority of book¬ 
sellers throughout the country? 

The booksellers of this place have an agree¬ 
ment which has been in force for years al¬ 
lowing a 10 per cent, off list, and our case 
under the new plan is as follows: 

OLD PLAN. 


$1.50 book sells for. $1.35 

$1.50 book costs 40 per cent.. .90 


Profit.45 

NEW PLAN. 

$1.20 book sells for. $1.20 

• $1.20 book costs 20 per cent.. .90 


Profit.30 


The cost of transportation is to be taken 
out of the profits in either case, and by mail 
or express will average 10 to 15 cents per 
copy. Where is the advantage in the new 
plan? 

Some time ago I wrote the Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation suggesting the following plan: 
Have all dealers sign agreements to maintain 
prices, give them a discount of 25 per cent, 
straight on the bill at '.ime of shipment and in 
60 days send them a credit memorandum 
which can be applied on their account for 
20 per cent, additional, provided the dealer 
signs a statement that he has not offered any 
books at cut prices. Should the dealer not 
maintain the published price he forfeits the 
additional discount, which could be turned 


into the treasury of the association to be used 
for expenses, investigation of reported cases, 
etc., and all publishers agree not to sell any 
suspended dealers. 

In my opinion, when you strike a man 
through his; pocket-book in your efforts to 
make him live and let live you will then have 
accomplished the desired results. If he does 
not live up to his agreement he loses the re¬ 
bate, which practically pays his transportation 
and expenses and prevents him from killing 
the profession of bookselling. 

Let us have a full discussion of this matter 
in the columns of the Weekly while the 
powers that be are making up their minds as 
to whether they will make the discount large 
enough to more than pay the expenses of the 
bookseller.

POSTAL MATTERS. 

DOMESTIC POSTAGE FOR CUBA. ' 

It was finally settled in the Cabinet meet¬ 
ing of March 22 that postal business between 
the United States and Cuba is to be put upon 
the same basis as Canadian and Mexican post¬ 
age—that is, for all purposes with which the 
tariff laws of the several countries do not 
interfere. This arrangement with Mexico 
and Canada has proved a great boon both to 
ordinary social correspondence and to that 
of a business character. It has promoted 
free intercourse between the people of the sev • 
eral countries and increased trade. A letter 
from New York to Havana will be 2 cents a 
half ounce, the same as a letter from New 
York to Chicago. 

ADVERTISING INSERTS. 

The Post-Office Department, under date of 
March 12, 1901, has called the attention of 
postmasters to Section 294 of Postal Laws 
and Regulations, edition of 1893, which is as 
follows: 

“Sec. 294. Advertisements Permanently 
Attached. —All advertisements in periodi¬ 
cals must be permanently attached thereto 
by binding, printing, pasting or otherwise, 
and must be of uniform size of the pages of 
the publication.” 

Further instruction is given that publishers 
should be advised that “additional matter” to 
insert, itself is subject to the same rule, and 
that it is not possible for the department to 
authorize exceptions, however immaterial the 
infraction in a particular instance may be. 


“LARGE TYPE” BILL DEAD. 

# The “large type” bill of Assemblyman Lynn 
was recommitted to the Committee on Pub¬ 
lic Health in the Assembly at Albany on 
March 25, and it is understood that the bill 
is dead. This measure, providing that all 
publications, in the discretion of the State 
Board of Health, should be printed in brevier 
type leaded, has provoked extended discus¬ 
sion in the State, and when it came up for 
advancement to third reading half a dozen 
members rose in opposition to it. The bill 
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was amended to exclude newspapers and re¬ 
committed to the Committee on Public Health. 
Dr. Henry, chairman of that committee, spoke 
in favor of its recommittal, and intimated 
that the bill was dead. The publishers of 
Bibles and prayer-books have spoken very 
strongly against this bill, of which the con¬ 
sequences would have been far-reaching in 
their special lines. James P. Rahal, president 
of Typographical Union No. 6, of New York 
City, opposed the bill in the interest of print¬ 
ers. He said the extra cost of production of 
books under the measure would drive pub¬ 
lishers out of the State to the detriment of 
printers.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Charlotte Mary Yonge, one of the best 
known and best loved of English women 
authors, died at her home in Otterbourne, 
Hants, England, on the 24th inst. Miss 
Yonge was born on August 11, 1823, the only 
daughter of W. C. Yonge, Esq., a magistrate 
of the county. Her birthplace was the vil¬ 
lage of Otterbourne, where she died and! 
where all her life was passed. For fifty- 
seven years—for her first book appeared when 
she was twenty-one years old—there came 
from her pen a constant succession of tales, 
novels, historical and biographical works, 
while for thirty years she was editor of The 
Monthly Packet, a well-known English 
church magazine for young girls. Miss 
Yonge’s writings were all marked by high 
ideals and a strong religious devotion, which 
fcund its expression in the “high church” 
sentiment of the English Church. Her first 
book, “Abbey Church; or, Self-Control and 
Self-Conceit,” was followed by several nov¬ 
els and stories from English history for 
young people, but it was not until the ap¬ 
pearance of “The Heir of Redclyffe,” in 1853, 


that her name became a household word in 
Great Britain and the United States. Among 
her best known books are “The Daisy Chain” 
and its sequel, “The Trial,” “Pillars of the 
House,” “Heartsease,” “Dynevor Terrace,” 
“Dove in the Eagle’s Nest,” “The Little 
Duke,” “Unknown to History,” “A Chaplet 
of Pearls” and its sequel, “Stray Pearls,” 
and the series of “Cameos from English His¬ 
tory.” She also published a most interesting 
“History of Christian Names and Their De¬ 
rivations,” a twelve-months’ nature chronicle 
called “An Old Woman’s Outlook from a 
Hampshire Village,” and several books in 
English and church history and biography. 
She numbered among her warm personal 
friends and associates Dr. Pusey, John 
Keble, Bishop Selwyn, and many of the lead¬ 
ing churchmen and literary people of Eng¬ 
land, and she was looked up to with affec¬ 
tion and reverence by a great body of readers 
in every English-speaking country. 

Rev. Elijah Kellogg, author and preacher, • 
the well-known author of many boys’ books, 
and of the popular recitation “Spartacus to 
the Gladiators,” died at his home in Harps- 
well, Me., on March 18, in his eighty-eighth 
year. He was born in Portland, Me., was 
graduated from Bowdoin College in 1840, 
and from Andover Theological Seminary 
three years later, after which he became pas¬ 
tor of the Congregational Church in Harps- 
well, Me. From 1855 to 1865 he was chap¬ 
lain of the Boston Seaman’s Friend Society. 
Since then he has been occupied chiefly in 
writing juvenile stories. Among these were 
“The Elm Island Series,” “The Pleasant Cove 
Stories,” “The Whispering Pine Series,” 
“The Good Old Time Series,” and “The For¬ 
est Glen Series.” Mr. Kellogg was a great 
favorite with the fisher population among 
whom he had spent his life, ministering first 
in a little chapel of rough logs. His stories 
of sea life were accounted very true to na¬ 
ture. 

William B. Boorum, president of the 
Boorum & Pease Co., blank book manufac¬ 
turers, died on Tuesday of heart trouble 
after a brief illness at his home, 276 Henry 
Street, Brooklyn, in his 62d year. He had 
been in the blank book business since his boy¬ 
hood, having entered John O’Hara’s factory 
when 15 years old. He became a partner of 
Mr. O’Hara, and on the latter’s death the 
firm became Miles, Boorum & Co., and after¬ 
wards Boorum & Pease. On the death of 
Charles Pease, eight years ago, Mr. Boorum 
became president. The factory at Front and 
Bridge Streets is one of the largest of the 
kind in the country, and has nearly 600 em¬ 
ployes. 

Dr. Henry M. Smith, of New York City, 
died on Saturday, March 23, at Escondido, 
Cal. He was graduated from New York 
Medical College in i860, and for several 
years was professor of physiology in the local 
Homoeopathic Medical College. Dr. Smith 
devoted the last four years to the work of 
editing the official homoeopathic pharma¬ 
copoeia and recently gave the New York Pub¬ 
lic Library his extensive collection of works on 
homoeopathy. 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Michael Myers Shoemaker has in prep¬ 
aration a book on the castles, palaces and 
prisons of Mary Stuart. Mr. Shoemaker’s 
book is the result of a pilgrimage made by 
him to every important place of residence or 
imprisonment of the ill-fated Queen of Scots. 
Mr. Shoemaker, whose home is in Cincinnati, 
is the author of “Eastward to the Land of 
Morning,” “The Kingdom of the White 
Woman” (Mexico), “Trans-Caspia: The 
Sealed Provinces of the Czar,” and “Islands 
of the Southern Seas.” 

Andrew Lang is writing a book on “The 
Mystery of Mary Stuart,” being an investi¬ 
gation into the character of Queen Mary, es¬ 
pecially as to her relations with Bothwell and 
the other murderers of her husband Darnlev. 
The author has enjoyed, through the kind¬ 
ness of Father Pollen, the advantage of using 
authentic materials hitherto unknown to his¬ 
torians, namely, a number of the mss. em¬ 
ployed by Mary’s enemies in getting up their 
:ase against her. Among these are notes of 
evidence and a series of indictments framed 
by the Earl of Lennox, the father of the 
murdered Darnley, with hitherto unpublished 
anecdotes, and a paper which appears to be 
the first draft of George Buchanan’s famous 
"Detection” and of the “Book of Articles.’ 1 
By the help of these documents, and by a 
fresh examination of the state papers, of a 
long ms. statement by Sir Robert Melville 
and other sources, the author hopes that he 
has thrown new light on the mysteries of the 
reign, especially on the policy and character 
of Maitland of Lethington. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The March Chambers' Journal contains an 
article entitled “Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
Hills of Plome,” which is written by Miss 
Eve Blantyre Simpson, and is full of Scott 
and Stevenson and the Pentlands. 

McClure's Magazine for April contains 
“Walks and Talks with Tolstoi,” an illus¬ 
trated article by Andrew D. White, Ambas¬ 
sador to Germany, which affords a vivid pic¬ 
ture of the character and personality of the 
Russian genius. 

Doubleday, Page & Co., publishers of the 
bright World's Work, announce that the 
July number of the magazine will be given 
almost wholly to an interpretation of the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo. A series of 
special photographs will be taken which are 
expected to give^a better pictorial description 
than has ever been made of any of the great 
expositions. Mr. Page, the editor of The 
World's Work, will himself write a descrip¬ 
tion of it, showing how it is an index of 
American industrial and intellectual progress. 
A special cover of striking design in gold and 
colors has been made for this number. 

In April of the present year the Youth's 
Companion will celebrate its seventy-fifth an¬ 
niversary by a special issue. The paper has 
just issued a fine brochure showing how big, 
or rather small, the United States was in 
1829, the year the publication started. The 


comparisons made between size of country, 
methods of transportation, population, quan¬ 
tity of paper used, are all interesting. A 
picture of twenty-four large books is printed 
to indicate the amount of reading matter in 
one year’s issues, if printed in book type. It 
is stated that “more than 545,000 families re¬ 
ceive the Companion weekly—fifty-two times 
a year.” 

The total number of newspapers of all 
kinds published in the world, according to 
The Writer, is 42,800. “The United States 
comes first, with 19,760 papers, and Great 
Britain next with 6050. In Russia there are 
only 743 newspapers, or one to every 170,000 
people. The Petit Journal of Paris has the 
largest daily circulation in the world, aver¬ 
aging 1,000,000 copies; the paper which has 
the smallest circulation is the Imperial Re¬ 
view, published for the sole benefit of the 
Emperor of Austria. It is made up from 
translations of all the principal items in 
European papers and the daily edition is 
three copies.” 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Marlier & Company have just issued “The 
Passion,” a historical essay by R. P. M. J. 
Ollivier, translated from the French by E. 
Leahy. 

A. C. Armstrong & Son announce as now 
ready the third thousand of George Adam 
Smith’s “Modern Criticism and the Preach¬ 
ing of the Old Testament,” but recently pub¬ 
lished. 

There is to be “Birthday Book,” by Queen 
Victoria, with a list of events for each day 
and a sentence by the Queen, which for some 
unexplained reason is to be printed in purple 
and green. 

The American Bible Society, of New 
York, has received a gift of $10,000 from the 
Massachusetts Bible Society. The latter re¬ 
ported larger sales of Bibles and Testaments 
than in any previous year. 

P. Blakiston’s Son & Co. have issued 
Gould and Pyle’s “Cyclopaedia of Medicine,” 
to which monumental work there are seventy- 
four contributors, all men acknowledged of 
the first rank in their separate specialties. 

W. A. Wilde Company announce that their 
three spring books—“The Young Consul,” by 
William Drysdale; “With Porter in the Es¬ 
sex," by James Otis, and “Laurie Vane,” by 
Molly Elliott Seawell—will be ready April 1. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just issued 
“William Pitt” .(Earl of Chatham), by Wal- 
ford Davis Green, in their Heroes of the Na¬ 
tions Series, which gives a trustworthy pic¬ 
ture of the growth and division of the British 
Empire. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have already 
brought out the second impressions of Eck- 
storm’s “The Woodpeckers” and Rowland E. 
Robinson’s “Sam Lovel’s Boy;” while Eugenia 
Brooks Frothingham’s “The Turn of the 
Road” is already selling the third impression. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have just 
ready “Power for Witnessing,” by Albion F. 
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Ballenger, a book on the reception and work 
of the Holy Spirit; and “Will the World Out¬ 
grow Christianity ?” by Robert Pollok Kerr, 
who also makes other interrogations on vital 
themes. 

Alfred M. Slocum Co. have printed for 
the author, George McClellan, “Anatomy in 
Its Relation to Art/’ an exposition of the 
bones and muscles of the human body, with 
especial reference to their influence upon its 
action and external form. There are 125 
plates, accompanied by descriptive texts, partly 
on separate leaves. 

We have received from G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons a daintily made book on “Elbert Hub¬ 
bard and His Work,” a biography, sketch 
and bibliography by Albert Lane, with title- 
page and initials by Helen Davis Burgess 
and a frontispiece portrait, the work of Miss 
Ben Yusuf. The work is turned out by the 
Blanchard Press, Worcester, Mass. 

The smallest book in the world, a com¬ 
plete copy of Fitzgerald’s “Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam,” a quarter the size of a two-cent 
postage stamp, has just been printed in Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio. Charles H. Meigs is the publisher. 
He has made miniature books a study for 
years. He keeps them in a miniature book¬ 
case at his home. The book is printed from 
plates of solid silver, and can be read only 
with a microscope. The edition is only fifty- 
five copies. 

A. Wessels Company, New York, have 
just issued in very handsome form “The 
Rise of the Book Plate,” by W. G. Bowdoin, 
being an exemplification of the art, signified 
by various book plates from its earliest to its 
most recent" practice, illustrated by reproduc¬ 
tions in miniature and otherwise. The intro¬ 
duction and a chapter on the study and ar¬ 
rangement of book plates is by Henry Black- 
well. The volume contains much valuable 
material for collectors. 

The students of Columbia University have 
found fault with some details in the manage¬ 
ment of the University Press book store in 
West Hall, and are making plans to run a 
co-operative book store under student man¬ 
agement. The Columbia Spectator is print¬ 
ing articles descriptive of the co-operative 
book stores at Harvard, Princeton and Penn¬ 
sylvania University. The business of the 
book store at Columbia University is officially 
reported to amount to $40,000 a year. 

The Baker & Taylor Co. announce for 
immediate publication “Mr. Chirps and Miss 
Jennie.” the life story of two robins, by Effie 
Bignell; a new edition of “With the Wild 
Flowers, from Pussy Willow to Thistledown,” 
by E. M. Hardinge; “The Next Great Awak¬ 
ening,” by Josiah Strong, alluding to a new 
flood-tide of religious feeling; “The Creed of 
Presbyterians,” by the Rev. Egbert Watson 
Smith; “My Master,” by Swami Vivekanan- 
da ; and “First Years in Handycraft,” by Wal¬ 
ter J. Kenyon of San Francisco. 

T. L. Bradford, 1862 Frankford Avenue, 
Philadelphia, is compiling an exhaustive bib¬ 
liography of the state, county and town his¬ 
tories that have been published in the United 


States. He intends to give the titles ver¬ 
batim, a collation of the books, various edi¬ 
tions, etc., and also when possible the prices 
at which the books have been sold at public 
sale. He wishes to buy bibliographies of 
states, counties and towns, catalogues of li¬ 
braries, catalogues of book auctions, old book 
catalogues, numbers of periodicals devoted to 
books, etc. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. are to be the American 
publishers of John Churton Collins’s “Ephe¬ 
mera Critica,” which bids fair to be one of 
the epoch-making books of the year in dis¬ 
tinctive literary circles. The book is made up 
of articles from the English Saturday Review. 
A large paper edition of the “Life and Letters 
of Phillips Brooks,” by Prof. A. V. G. Allen, 
has also just been published. It is in five 
large octavo volumes, bound in half white 
buckram, and is printed by the Riverside 
Press. The photogravure and half-tone illus¬ 
trations are on Japan paper. 

Little, Brown & Co. have just issued “The 
Love Letters of the King; or, the life roman¬ 
tic,” by Richard Le Gallienne, a story abound¬ 
ing with clever aphorisms and full of whole¬ 
some, human touches; and “Truth Dexter,” 
by Sidney McCall, which was composed sub¬ 
stantially as now published during 1897 to¬ 
ward the close of President Cleveland’s sec¬ 
ond administration, and contains many con¬ 
versations that show the trend of feeling be¬ 
tween North and South before the Spanish- 
American War had brought the two sections 
of country into close relations once more. 

Thomas Y. Crowell & Company have in 
press for early publication “Monopolies Past 
and Present,” by James Edward Le Rossig- 
nol, professor of economics in the University 
of Denver, and special lecturer in economics 
in McGill University. This will be included 
in Crowell’s Library of Economics and Poli¬ 
tics. The same publishers will have ready 
in May a new novel by “Alien,” entitled 
“Another Woman’s Territory.” This power¬ 
ful story is in pleasing contrast to the nu¬ 
merous historical novels of the day, and 
those who have read it are enthusiastic over 
its refinement of style, powerful descriptions 
and clever analysis of character. 

Two weeks ago Doubleday, Page & Co. 
issued the “Mushroom Book,” and now they 
announce still another of their nature series, 
of which they have already printed 65,000. 
This is to be “The Insect Book,” by Dr. L. O. 
Howard. Dr. Howard has been chief of the 
division of entomology since 1894, and it was 
he who prepared the definitions in entomology 
for both the Century and the Standard dic¬ 
tionaries. This work, also the others in the 
series, will be characterized by the large pho¬ 
tographic color plates of the insects as they 
appear in life. Dr. Howard, by the way, will 
contribute to the April Century an article on 
“Malaria and Certain Mosquitoes,” in which 
he will show that were it not for the mosqui¬ 
toes there would be no malaria. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just issued 
General Charles King’s “In Spite of Foes.” 
The author, for all his active service with the 
army, continues his literary labors: and his 
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latest is the tale of grit and daring, equal to 
his best in the elements of excitement and per¬ 
sonal courage. The General has made good 
use of the railroad riot as an incident, and his 
descriptions are vivid. The story turns upon 
the efforts of a dismissed army officer to re¬ 
gain the place of which he has been deprived 
by force of circumstances and the malice of 
a brother officer. The publishers also report 
that the sales exhausted the first edition of 
Maurice Thompson’s “Sweetheart Manette” as 
soon as it was printed and the publishers are 
meeting the continued demand with all 
promptitude possible. The book bids fair to 
run a close second to “Alice of Old Vin¬ 
cennes.” 

Miss Imogen Clark’s new novel, “God’s 
Puppets,” published by the Scribners, gives 
a picture of life and a study of character in 
New York City in the middle of the eighteenth 
century, and yet deals neither with historical 
events nor with recognizable historical per¬ 
sonages. The group of people, English and 
Dutch, who are concerned with the working 
out of the plot represent widely divergent 
types, as would be inferred from the line in 
Browning’s poem, “Pippa Passes,” from which 
the title is taken—“God’s Puppets, best and 
worst, are we.” Cyrus Townsend Brady’s 
forthcoming book “Under Tops’ls and Tents,” 
issued to-day, makes public for the first time 
Philo Norton McGiffin’s own story of the fa¬ 
mous naval battle of the Yalu, between the 
Chinese and Japanese. This battle was nota¬ 
ble as the first encounter in history between 
modern-armored war ships, and McGiffin, an 
American and a graduate of Annapolis, was 
in command of the Chen Yuen, one of the 
two battle ships in the Chinese squadron. 

Henry T. Coates & Co., Philadelphia, an¬ 
nounce several new works of fiction for 
early publication. “A Summer Hymnal” is a 
romance of Tennessee, by John Trotwood 
Moore, a Southern writer of great promise; 
“TI|e Tower of Wye,” by William Henry 
Babcock, tells a story of early colonial Mary¬ 
land along the shores of Chesapeake Bay, 
bringing in the conflict between Claiborne of 
the Virginia Company and Lord Baltimore, 
which led to the first clash of arms between 
people of the English race in America; and 
“In Search of Mademoiselle,” written and il¬ 
lustrated by George Gibbs, deals with the 
struggle between the French and Spanish for 
the possession of Florida. There are also 
under way “Dear Days,” a book for girls by 
Armour Strong, describing school-girl life in 
Washington; and “The King’s Rubies,” by 
Adelaide Fuller Bell, intended specially for 
boys. A Library edition of Mrs. Richard 
Henry Stoddard’s three standard novels, 
“Two Men,” “Temple House,” and “The 
Morgesons,” is also announced. 


BIBILIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Bibliographical Society of Chicago 
has issued as No. 1 of its “Contributions 
to Bibliography” a chronological record of 
“Bibliographies of Bibliographies,” compiled 
by Aksel G. S. Josephson, secretary of 
the society. This is a well-printed and at¬ 


tractive pamphlet (45 p.. 8°), listing in all 
156 titles, from Labbe’s “Bibliotheca” of 1664 
to the Providence Public Library “Index to 
reference lists,” and other current bibliograph¬ 
ical guide... Entries are given in full, with 
collation when practicable; books personally 
examined are indicated by an asterisk, and 
there are frequent annotations. An author 
and subject index is included. Mr. Joseph¬ 
son disclaims completeness for his list, and 
notes the special lines of exclusion—as bib¬ 
liographies published in periodicals, chapters 
and parts of bibliographies and lists of man¬ 
uscript catalogues.

The delineation of the Prince will be a decided surprise to the majority of 
readers, since it differs sharply from the popular idea of him. Many facts about his 
life and character, which history has only hinted at, are here made plain; conflicting 
statements are reconciled, and the little understood events of these bygone days are 
woven into a dramatic story, in which the powers of good and evil strive for the 
mastery, while love runs through all, now helping one and now the other, and 
finally winning a triumphant victory of its own.
